Some lobbyists, objective in this 


matter, appraise it as the best 
ever. 
They say he got the ad-

orivv», to counsel him on the side. 


Thus his Bretton Woods finan- 


cial agreements havo virtually b-i- 
come patriotically blessed and pol- 
itically sacrosanct. 
Anyone who 


is against them is against peace. 
Anyone who wants to amend them 
is probably a fascist or at least 
a banker. 


These are 
the panaceas for 


which 
all 
decent, 
peace-loving 


people have been yearning and 
praying day and night since the 
beginning of Uie world, in short 
they are purely of such elements 
as "the pause that refreshes;" 
"they satisfy" and they arc made 
of the finest tobacco — ah pardon 
— the finest economic ingredients.

As a result, the house is not

nations or people at practically

gold than anyone, and what we 
are supposed to get out of it is 
the acceptance of the dollar and 
gold as being the'standard (best) 


money—which others can acquire 
largely by turning in their paper 
or bonds (together with a little 
gold originally) into the fund. 


The 
dollar" already 
occupies 


first position in my opinion but 
1 think the real reason why our 
treasury wants to enter into such 
a likely-losing proposition is that 
they feared the world would turn 
against gold (the backing of out- 
currency) after the war and in- 
jure our world position.

scheme is based. I believe, on 
their belief that they have thus 
bought recognition of the dollar. 
But the critics see this purchase- 
is apt to be costly at Uie expense 
of lost loans from the bank, and 
the accumulation of doubtful for- 
eign paper money in the stabiliza- 
tion fund. 


The British want this strenuous- 


ly. They must have it to restore 
their world trade. 
We are in a 


position to make separate 
ar- 


rangements with each country, 
but their pound is in worse shape 
than . our dollar, and they would 
be at a disadvantage in bi-latcral 
arrangements. 


That is why Lord Keyncs, the 


British economist, et al aie daily 
screaming in dispatches from Lon- 
don that the hope of the world 
rests in this matter. 
It docs— 


tor them. 


But you never heard from Rus- 


sia—no criticism, no enthusiasm, 
no comment. I wonder why this 
is. in view of Russia's apparent 
chances to become'a gicatcr world 
trading power even than Britain 
out of this war. 


Could it be because the Rus- 


sians can mine their gold at the 
cost of labor, perhaps SIS an 
ounce and buy into tins capital- 
istic 
venture 
which 
maintains 


gold at ?36 an ounce, and thus 
get a reduction of 50 per cent on 
world prices through the fund?

our 
preoccupation 
with 


British and American interests, 
are'we now permitting Russia to 
buy into capitalism at fire sale 
prices, the sale to run perpetually 
and for her exclusively? I do not 
know. I am asking. 


I cannot even find out official- 


ly what it costs Russia to mine 
gold, their economics be::\c; com- 
pletely Isolationist and secret (al- 
sov their present gold holdings). 


Of course gold is nothing more 


than lumber to Stalin—something 
to 'sell, but it is the lifeblood basis 
of capitalistic bookkeeping. 


The cost of the bank and money 


fund may possibly be justified as 
not unreasonable if it saves our 
bookkeeping system and the dol- 
lar (which does not however seem 
to need any saving but is at a 
premium throughout the world) 
and brings. Britain into that po- 
sition at our side (which she had 
to take anyway). 


But what of Russia and the 


effect upon her, and her inn-cap- 
italism, a phase of the subject 
which seems to have been avoid- 
ed in all comments I have seen on 
the plan ?
